In, support. 
It is well that this is so, for were we to indulge in charter 


Uianges merely fur .tlie Hike of change, we would never prosper or 
tle\*lop. 
While a tmall section of the public preaches a change in the 


lorw of government as tliu solution of all existing evils, the great 
' 
majority in the electorate have grown to i'eel that the future of the city 
depends more on the personality of the men chosen to hold office, and 


I 


on flic spirit of the people with regard to their government thiin to any 
mere change'in charter requirements. 


Lowell did indeed change its old lime charier a few years ago 


when it adopted the present commission form of government, but the 


* 
change was not horn out of any passing fancy, 
ft WHS the result of 


deep study and sound conviction, .and while, in the framing of such a 
iai reaching 
and involved instrument, it was inevitable that imper- 


Icttions should have crept in, the change was in every way for the 
hettei. 
If the new cliarlcr has failed'to bring about Ihu conditions 


that werf promised, flic fault does not lie with the present charter; it 
he 
with the public which knowingly 'and deliberately since then have 


chosen the men who have administered civic- affairs'under onr charter. 


At I he time that the present charter went into effect, many serious- 


;jniuded men sincerely opposed it, believing that it would hinder good 
go\ernment instead of ushering in reform, but when its 
possibilities 


nere demonstrated, many of those became its most strenuous advocates. 
Oui present charier did away with the old sectional system that made 
public, affairs Ihe play of parties and party leaders, and it served to 
place thp responsibility 
for inefficiency or inability where it belongs. 


Vnder (he present form of government, any citizen who takes an interest 
in (he-affairs of his city—which arc his own affairs in a very intimate 


• 
senses-may readily find" out, if he be ;so disposed, -why the flection of 
certain public officials does not bring about the reforms promised so 
liu=hly by these officials, and it shows him where the remedy lies, if he 
lias been disappointed. 
While there.is a great deal to be desired in the 


interpretation of the spirit of the charter, both here and in court circles, 
any change in our charter at this time would be directly opposed to the 
interests of good government. 
The test has been too short to justify 


Either change or condemnation. 


The present charter of Lowell pl/iees the responsibility for the choice 


_ ct able, honest and efficient officials on the entire electorate; it eliminates 


part} and sectional considerations of all kinds and lays emphasis on 
general desirability in the candidate. 
It seeks 'to wipe out the_ petty 


:irinuences that have operated against the aspirations of decent citizens 
to hold public office, and it aims at reducing the affairs of the city to a 
" ' ' 
it lo Ihe full extent 
blame the charter? 


Kalher should the blame be placed fairly on the shoulders of the voters 
of Lowell. So long as. the voters ignore the real issues and the demands 
of progressive government, and elect men for personal or peculiar 
lea cms" of one kind of another, so long will we have unsatisfactory 
uuc government. 
It may be laid down, in passing, that so long as the 


public views city affairs lightly, we will have unsatisfactory government, 
no matter what the form of the charter may be. 


If. those who desire a change in. the city charter of Lowell are really 


ewajed'by a desire for improvement'in our affairs, it would be well if 
the\ would study the present charter and see if we are availing of its 
prou4ons tb the full in the search for better things. 
Even a cursory 


tsarnmation (will.show that we.have the means to select the best men in 
(he city to .conduct our business and means in abundance to see that after 
election they conduct it economically, .efficiently nnd progressively. 
We 


l,a\e not yet tested the present charter to the full. 
Should we change 


our charter for .any other system, there .will be a clamor for another 
change in a short lime, hut these agitations should be discouraged. 
If, 


undei the present charter, we elect honest, able men with adequate busi- 
ne s capacity, there will be no reason to demand a change. 


It may be also said without fear of. contradiction that the form of 


charter we possess is being regarded by most progressive cities of the 
country as very desirable, and the list of cities that adopt it is growing 
Urger annually. 
That any section of the Lowell public wishes for a 


change is significant, but why change the charter! 
Why not exercise 


more care in choosing public officials, and give our charter a fair chance.

55 looked for as a umltcr' of course in the current condition -of political 
f 
ferment, but at the present time they do not attract a great deal of pub- 
lic support. K is well that this is so, for were we to indulge in charter 
changes merely for the fake of change, we would never prosper or 


r 
develop. 
While a small section of the public preaches a change in the 


* 
fprm of government ns tlie solution of 
<ill existing evils,, the great 


majority in (he electorate have grown to feel that the future of the city 


r 
depends more on the personality of the men chosen to hold office, and 
on the spirit of the people with regard to their government than to any 
inert change in charter requirements. 


Lowell did indeed change its old time charter a few years ago 


when it adopted the present commission 
form of government, but the 


thange was not born out of any passing fancy. 
It was the result of 


' 
deep study and sound conviction, and while, in the framing of such a 
iar-reaching and involved instrument, it was inevitable that imper- 
tections should have crept in, the change was in every way for the 


" better. 
If the new charier has failed to bring about the conditions 


.that were promised, the fault does not lie with the present ckarler; it 
lies with the public which knowingly and deliberately since then have 
chosen ihe men who have administered civic affairs under our charter. 


.At' the time that the- present chillier went into effect, ninny serious- 


inmded men sincerely opposed it, believing thai it would hinder good 


> 
government instead of ushering in reform, but when its possibilities 
were demonstrated, many of these became its most strenuous advocates. 
Our. present charier did snvay with the old sectional system that made 


f 
public affairs the play of parties and pnrly leaders, and it served to 


•• 
place {he responsibility for inefficiency or'inability where it belongs. 
Under.the present form of government, any citizen who takes au interest 
in the-:affaire-of his city—which are his own affairs in a very intimate 
senses-may.readily, find out,: if he he so disposed, why the election of 
certain :public officials does not bring about the. reforms promised so 
lavishly by these officials, and it shows h'im where the remedy lies, if he 
has been disappointed. While, there is a great deal^to be desired in the 
interpretation of the spirit of the charter, both here^nd in court circles,

It is remarkable how 
electrical 


equipment has 
been developed and 


successfully applied to

auiomobtle. 
It speaks well for the 


manufacturer when he can produce an 
electrical device that will operate 100 
times out of every 100 trials under the 
severe service that It is put to in the 
course of the average runnihgvot the 
car. It must withstand all the shocks 
anil Joltg comins from the road, as well 


dampness and all 
temperature 


ranges. 
The average owner l\riows little or 


nothing of the theory of operation of 
the electrical parts, so that they must 
he rigidly constructed and capable of 
permanent adjustment. 
To eliminate 
the human element, all devices should 
he automatically controlled as far as 
is possible. 
Above everything else, 


simplicity of 
design 
is moat ei- 
sential to the successful operation of 
this equipment. 
' 
It is very rare to hear of trouble In 


the various units of an electrical sys- 
tem, and when complaint is made, it 
may be traced to the storage battery 
In the -majority of cases. 
AVith 
the 


present style of development of 
the 
battery, no trouble will arise in It un- 
less it is abused by the operator of 
the oar. A starting and lighting sys- 
tem is a drain on a. storage battery in 
the hands of an inexperienced driver, 
and the mistake Is often made, espe- 
cially in city driving, of stopping and 
starting the car frequently without 
running tho car far and fast enough 
to allow the generator to replace the 
current in the batlery that was con- 
sumed in starting, and when a long 
drive is taken. It is usually at night 
•when the larger part of the generator 
output is going to the lamps in place 
of the battery. The cure for this Is to 
allow the engine to run with the car 
remaining stationary for a short time 
each morning. 
All electrical units on the car should 


be as entirely independent of each oth- 
er in operation as possible to Insure 
the greatest.reliability. In some cars, 
the Ignition tension magneto 
Is used 


so that smooth running of the engine 
is (secured, regardless of the condition 
of all other electrical equipment. 
During this month the wise motorist 


is making 
ready for an 
enjoyable 


spring and summer season of automo- 
biling. 
There is now and always has been, 


considerable question as to whether or 
not a car should be overhauled once a 
season. Tn this, 
as 
in 
Innumerable 


other automobile problems, the owner 
or driver must himself be the 
judge. 


If the car has travelled a great num- 
ber of-miles over bad roads during the 
preceding season there is no question 
but that it should receive attention. On 
the other hand. If it lias been driven 
carefully and only a few hours R day. 
this procedure may not be necessary; 
In fact a good car operated under such 
conditions will run 
Indefinitely 
with 


but very little attention. 
In all cases, however, the car should 


he carefully inspected at regular in- 
tervals; the motor should he tested for 
compression, all wiring and electrical 
connections should be examined; 
the 
carburetor and 
strainer should be 


drained: the brakes should be Inspect- 
ed; the battery should be. tested anr 
all bolts and nuts should be tightened 
at Intervals. 
In case it is deemed 
necessary 
to 


completely overhaul the car, this work 
should be done by one who thorough- 
ly understands that particular car. and 
In case the owner himself is technical 
ly Inclined and desires to either 
su 


pervise or actually do this work, 
hi 
should first familiarize himself wltl 
the fundamentals of 
automobile 


pairing. 
Automobile overhauling is essential 


ly a process of general cleaning. In- 
spection, tlghtontiig-up and readjust- 


ig, Involving;, perhaps, some minor 
eplaccments.
